bours might become profitable 'to my Countreyz 
and the rather,becauſe I could not be ignorant, how 
much the maintenance, and increaſe of Shipping 
and Mariners concernes vs, who may fitly be ſtiled, 
The nation of the Sea; which generall reaſons were 
more and more commended to me,by more parti- 
- cular conſiderations offered me, in the notice I took 
of the diſpoſition and affaires of other States, to 
which ours hath relation ; ſome poynts whereof can- 
not now ſeaſonably be mentioned ; ſome others pro-. 
per to what I diſcourſe of, will preſent themſclues in 
their places, as I ſhall goe along in gtuing account 
of my endeuours. 
Among my vndertakings & imployments in Sea- | 
faring, the moſt parthaue been to an Iland, called 
New-found-lazd, in partheretofore outwardly diſco- 
uered,butneuer looked into by thoſe diſcouerers as 
it deſerued ; from the beginning I found it promiſe 
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well, in reſpe& of the purpoſe, i had to gather ſome 
thing for the bettering of the Common wealth and 
the more I made tryall of it, the more fatisfaftion it 
gaue me:Therefore I affected that courſe better then 
any other fell vnto ; inſomuch asI did fo fix my 
induſtrie vpon it, that for the qualitying of my tra- 
uels, I obtained Commiſſion from the State to pro- 
ceede init, andam now come to propound to my 
Countreymen, the benefit they may make of an or- 
derly Plantation and Trafhique there: the following 
Diſcourſe will fatisfie them, it they will forgiue the 
vahanſomenes of the forme it is put into, and looke 
into the matter it ſelfe only. 

The Iland of New-fornd-land is large, temperate 
and fruitefull, the fruitfulneſle of it conſiſting not 
only in things of ſuſtenancefor thoſe that ſhall inha- 
bite it, but in many forts of Commodities likewiſe, 
of good vic and valew to be tranſported. The Na- 
tives in it are ingenuous, and aptby diſcreete and 
moderate gouernments to be brought to obedience. 
T ne ſeatis fit for Harbour and relicte, vpon the way 
hetweene vsand 77r2/nia, and conſequently of ad- 
aantage to vs in any action that may engage vs,ci- 
ther by way of offence or attempt,in regard of thoſe 
parts of the VVorld.- The Seas are ſo rich,as they are 
able tro aduance a great Trade of Fiſhing;which, 
with Gods bleſſing, will become very ſeruiceable to ' 
the Nauie; and the increaſe of fiſhing there, cannot 
deſpaire of findirg Portes enow to vent the commo- 
diticatpro fitable rates, hs 

Now it you would vnderſtand what motiues wee

looke vpon the populouſnefſe of our Countrey, to 
what a forfer of multitude it is ſubic ; conſider how 
charitable for thoſe that goe, and how much ceaſe ir 
willbe for thoſe that ſtay, to put forth ſome ofour 
numbers, to ſuch an imployment of living. Com- 
pare the Engliſh nature: with others; and finde 
whether wee haue not as much courage as they,both 
to. vadertake and mainetaine ; onely wee loſe it, 
in hauing lefle induſtry. Turne then towards the 
Lowe Countries; behold how they haue wonne vp- 
on vs, by taking aduantage of our ſitting ſtill ;( and 
moſt remarkable in this point of fiſhing) which if 
their Audit were publiſhed, would be found (I be- 
leeue) one of the beſt Agents they haue, both for 


their ſtrength and wealth. | 
There is another motiue alſo,which amongſt our 


Aunceſtors was wont to finde good reſpe&,namely, 


the honour of the ation, by the enlarging fo Domi- 
nions; and that which will crowne the worke, will 


be the aduancementof the honour of God,in bring- 
ing poore Infidels.( the Natiues of'that Coun- 
trey) to his Worſhip, and their owne ſaluation. 

* 1commend the defigne to theentertainement of. 
his Maieſtie and his Kingdomes : becauſe I eſteeme 
it ſuch a one as deſernes, not only to be vndertaken, 


but to be gone thorow withall. 

And asit isa Proic& of nofantaſie in mee, buta 
truth grounded vpon a welk-weighed experience;

by their many Plantations,not onely iy America,but alſo 
in Barbary, Guinnie, Binnie, aud other places : And 
whey it ſhall plainely appeare, by the following Diſcourſe, 
that the Countrey of New-tound-land (as it zs here try.

7s well kxowne, that my breeding and courſe of life hath 
| been ſuch, as that 1 haue long time ſet many people on 
4 « . worke, andſpent moſt of my dayes in trauell, ſpecially ins 
Merchandizing, and Sea-Voyazes. 1hane been often in 
France, Spaine,[taly,Portugall, Sauoy, Denmarke, 
Norway, Spruceland,the Canaries,and Soris lands : 
and for the New-tound-land, zt is almoit ſo familiarly 


knowne to me as my owne Conuntrey. 
In the yeere 1588.1 ſerued vader the then Lord Ad. 


| 
| miall,as Captainein a ſhip of ay owne, ſet foorth at my 
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ſome courſe taken that the charge as well of wy owne ſhip, 
as alſo of two other and a Pinnare,with the victuals, and 
men therein imployed,ſhould not be any way burthenſome 
to me. Wheyein there was ſuch| order einen by the then 
rieht Honourable Lords of the prinie Conncell, that the 
ſame was well ſatisfied; which ſernice ts to bee ſeene recor- 
aed in the Booke at White-Hall. 
Now, to expreſſe ſome of my Voyages 10the New-found- 
land,which make moſt for the preſent purpoſe: 
My firſt Voyage thither ,was|.:bont 4c. yeeres ſince, in 
a worthy ſhip of the burthen of” 300. Tune, ſet forth by 
oe Maſter Cotton of South-hampton ; we were bound. 
to the grand Bay (which lieth on the Northſide of that 
Land, ) purpoſins there to trade them with the Sauage

" as that Se was ended, taking my leaue of his Honour, 
| Ihad his fauourable Letters to one Sir Robert Dennis, 
| the County of Deuon, Knight 5whereby there might bee '

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zople, ( for whom we carried ſundry commodities) and to 
kill Whales, and to make T rayne oyle,as the Biſcaines doe 
there yeerely in great abundance. But this our in- - 
tended Voyage was ouerthrowne, by the indiſcretion 
of our Captaine, and faint-heartedneſſe of ſome Gentle- 
men of our Company: whereupon we ſet ſaile from thence, 


and bare with Trinity Harbor i» Newfound-land: 
where we killed great ſtore of Fiſh, Deere,Beares, Beauers, 
Seales,Otters,and ſuch like, with abundance of Sea-fowle: 
and ſo returnine for Fngland, wee arriued ſafe at South- 
hampton. 

Ina Voyage to that Countrey about 36. yeeres ſince, 1 
had then the command of a worthy Ship of 220. Tun, ſet 
forth by one Maſter Crooke of South-hampton : At 
that time Sir Humtfrey Gilbert,a Deuonſhire £7727, 
came thither with two good Ships and a. Pinnace, and 
brought with him a large Patent, fro the late moſt renow-. 
ned Ducene Elizabeth,and in her name tooke poiſon of 
that Countreygn the Harbonr of S. Johns, wherof 1 was 
an eye-witneſſe. He ſailed from thence towards Virginia . 
and by reaſon of ſome unhappy direction in his courſe, the 
greateſt Ship he had, flrucke vpon Shelues,on the Coaſt of 
Canadie, and was there loft, with moſt part of the com- 
pany in her : And hee himſetfe — then in a ſmall 
Pinnace of 2:2.T un,zn the company of his Vice- Admiral, 
(one Captaine Hayes) returning towards England, in a 
great ftorme, was ouerwhelmed with the Seas, and ſo pe- 
riſhed. 

In another Voyage 1 made thither, about 34. yeeres 
pait, wherein 1 had the command of a good Ship parthy 
mine owne at that time one Sir Bernard Drake of De- 
uonſhire, Knight,came thitherwith a Commiſſion, and 


hauing. 
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hauing diners good Ships under his command, he there 
tooke many Portugall Ships laden with fiſh, and brought 
them into England as Prizes. 

omitting to ſpeake of other Voyages 1 made thither ,du- 
ring the late 2ucenes Ratene,1 will deſcend to later times. 

In the yeere 1611. being iz New-found-land , at 
which time that famous Arch-Pirate, Peter Eaſton, 
came there,and had with him ten ſayle of good Ships well 


furniſhed and wery rich, I was kept eleuen weekes under 


his commaund,and had from hin many 7 ga {jt es, 
and much wealth offered to be put into my hands, as it ts 
well knowne : 1 did perſwade him much to deſiit from his 


euill courſe ; his intreaties then to me, being, that I would 


come for England, to ſome friends of his, and ſollicite 
them to become humble petitioners to your Mateilie for 
his pardon: but hauing no watrant to touch ſuch goods, 
I gaue him thankes for his offer ;, onely Irequeited Tin to 
releaſe a Ship that he had taken wpon the Coaſt of Guin- 
nic,belonging to one Captaine Raſhly of Foy 7 Corne- 
wall;z an whom I knew but only by report:which he ac- 
cordinely releaſed. Wherenpon 1 pronided men, vicinals, 
and a frauzht for the ſaid Ship, and ſo ſent her home to 
Dartmouth zz Deuon , thouzh I neuer had ſo much as 


thanks for my kinaneſſe therein. And ſo leauing Fa ton # 


came for England, and gaue notice of his intention, let. 
ting paſſe my Voyage that I intended for Naples,anl loſt 
both my labour and charges. for before my arriuall,there 
w45 4 Pardon granted, and ſent him from Ireland. But 
Eaſton hovering with theſe Ships and riches wpon the 
Coaſt of Barbary, as he promiſed, with a logine deſire, 
and full expectation to be called home, loſt that hope, by a 
toomnch delaying of time by him who carried the Pardon. 

Vherenpon 
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toa-much delaying of ime by him who carrieathe Pardon. 
FYhereupon he ſayled to the Straights of Gibraltar, ad 
was afterwards entertained by the Duke of Sauoy under 
whom he lined rich. © 
' I was there alſo inthe yeere 1614. when Sir Henry 
Manwaring ws up0;2 1447 Coaft , with fine' good Ships 
frrongly prouided, he canſed me 10 ſpend much tie in 
bis company ,and from him 1 returned intoEngland ; al- 
though 1was bound frozzthence to Marlellis,to make ſale 
of ſuch gocds as 1 then had,and other tmployments,&c. 
In the yeere 1615: 1 returned agatne to New-faund- 
land, carrying with me a Commiſion ont of the high 
Court of Admiralte,under the great Seale thereof ,autho . 
riſing me 10 eeapannel! Inries, and to make inquirie won 
eath,of ſundry abuſes and diſorders commiticd amanest 
Fiſhermen yeerely vpon that Coaſt, and of the fitteſt meajns 
to redreſſe the ſame, with ſome other poynts hauths amore 
particular relation to the Office of the Lord Admiral. 
What was then there done ,by\ vertue of that Conmiſii- 
#7, which was wholly exccuted\ at my owne charge, hath 
veen at large by mie already certified into the high Court of 
Aamiraltte,Nenertheleſſe,ſeeing the ſame hath been ouer- 
fiipt ener ſince, and not produced theſe good effei7s which 
were expected, Iwill, 1 fore conuenient place of this Dife 
courſe, ſet downe 4 briefe coltetiion of fome part of my en- 
denonrs ſpent in that fernice z nst douv1ing but it will be 
af anuteable for the firrtherance of our inteaded defiant, 
as airy other reaſon I ſhall deliner, 
Tn the yeere 1616.1 had'a Ship at New-found-land 
of 100. Tun, which rett:rnino laden from thence, being 
bound for Lisbone, was met with by a French Pyrate of 


Rochell,oze Danicl Tibolo, who r1fied her,to the oner- 
GC throw. 
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age, in more then the ſumme of 
8562. pounds, and cruelly aled the © Maiter and the 
Company that were in ber : and although I made good 
proofe thereof at Lisbone, and repreſented the ſame alſo 
tothis Kingdome, as appertained, after my returne from 
thence ; yet for all this great loſſe, 1 could nener haue any 


recompence. | 
Shortly after my returne from Lisbone, I was ſent for 


by a Gentleman,who about ayeere before, by a grant from 
the Patentees, had wnaertaken to ſettle people in New-

found-land ; he acquainted me with his deſtgnes, and af 


rer ſome conference touching the, ſame, we ſo concluded, 
that he gane me a conueyance vnder his hand and ſeale for 
the terme of my life, with full power to gouerne within hjs 
circuit wpon that Coait , whereupon (being deſirous to 
aduance that worke ) in Anno 1618.1 ſayled thither in a 
Shippe of my owne, which was vietualled by that Gentle. 
nan,my ſelfe and ſome others. We likewiſe then didſet 


forth another Ship,for a fiſhing Voyage,which alſo carried 


ſome victaals for thoſe Jour which had been formerly 


ſent to inhabite there : but this Ship was intercepted by an 


Engliſherring Captaine (that went forth with Sir Wal. 


ter Rawleigh) who tooke the Mater of her , the Boat- 
{watine and two other of the best men, with much of her 
victuals (the reſt of the Company for feare running into 


the woods) and ſo left the Ship as a Prize, whereby our tm- 


ended Fiſhing Voyazes of both our Shippes were oudr- 
throwne, and the Plantation hindexed. 
Now ſeeing it pleaſed your Mateftie many yeeres ſince, 


to take good notice of the ſaid New-found-land , and 


oranted 4 Patent for a Plantation there, wherein many 


Wonorable and worthy menus endeuonrs, and great charge 


therein,

therein, haue deſerued good commendations (as « well 
knowne) the which 1 defpre to further with all my be#t en- 
denours: and not to diſgrace or diſable the foundation and 


Proietts of others, knowing they have been ereatly hinde- 
red by Pyrats and ſome erring Subiedts that haue arrived 


pos that Coait; it being indifferent to mee, whether 


there be a new foundation laiae, or whether it be builded 
on that which hath already been begun ; ſo that the Plan. 
tation goe forward. Tet I may truly ſay, that hitherto lit. 
tle hath been performed to any purpoſe, by ſuch as therern 


were imployed,worthy the name of a Plantation,or anſwe- 


rable to the expectation and deſert of the Vnadertakers ; 
neither haue ſuch good effetts followed,as may be expected 


from athorow 6 po hereafier. And ſeeing that no 


man hath yet publiſhed any fit motines or tnducements, 
whereby to perſwade men to aduenture, or plant theres I

therefare undertaken it,as wellto diſcharge my conſcience,

 Apnd att gh 1 haue often ſuffered great loſſes by Pyrates 


and Sea-Rouers,and other caſualties of #5, mh yet in this 


poynt, I haze taſted of Gos exceeding great mercy,that 


neuer atty Ship,wherin 1 my ſelfe was preſent qiſcarried, 
or came then 10 auy miſchance, or any caſualty of the Sea, 
wherennto all Ships are ſubiedt : [0 as I may well ſay, that 
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my life hath been a mixture of croſſes and comforts, 
wherein nenertheleſſe they haue not _ equally ballan- 
ced,but that the one hath ouerweighed the other : for now, 
after more than forty yeeres ſþent in the fabeſaid courſes, 
there rematres little other frutte unto me, ſautng the peace 
of a good conſcience,which gies me this teitimony, that I 
| hae ener been a loyall Subject to my Prince, and a truc 
lower of my Countrey,and was neuer as yet in all my time 
beholling to any Dottors counſel, .or CApothecaries 
arugs, for the preſeruation of my health ; and it will be to

our Coine, and natiue commodirtes, or other ad- 
uenture(then ofneceſlary prouiſions for the fiſhing) 
as Salt,Nets, Leads, Hookes,Lines,and the likezand 
of victuals,as Bread,Beere,Beefe,and Porke,in com- 
petent meaſure, according to the number and pro- 
portion of men imployed in thoſe voyages. 

The conuerting of theſe commodities (gotten 
by fiſhing) into money, cannot chuſe but bea great 


benefit to all your Maieſties Kingdomes in many

trey not only habitableand lying open,ready to re- 
cciue the firſt commers; but alſo for the goodneſle 
thereof, worthy to be embraced, and made the ha- 
bitation of Chriſtians.

ſage: For if it can beproued, or ifthere beany poſ- 
ſibilitie or probabilitie,thar there is ſuch a 19: * mf 
on the Northſide of America towards Japanand Chi- 
2a,which in the opinion of ſome men,js to lie necre 
the height of 64 degrees : the fitteſt place from 
whence to proceed to that Diſcouerie,is(in my opi- 
nion)the New-found-land. And for thoſe that hence- 
foorth attempr to ſearch that ſtraight or paſlage;to. 
| fer foorth ſooner and more early, then heretofore 
they haue done,and to ſaile dire&ly ro ſome conue- 

nient Harbour in New-fouzd-land; there to refreſh 
themſelues with ſuch prouiſion as ſhall be needfull; 
and ſo put outfrom thence about the twentieth day 
of May (if itbe once ſet in a faire Weſterly winde,) 
and to failealong the North part of New-found-land, 
and that Coaſt which is called Cambala, continu- 
ing that Northerly courſe vnto 54, which is:'but x5; 
degrees from Triniy Harbonr; and-it may befailed: 
in leſle then fixedayes,with a faire Weſterly winde, 
which commonly maketh acleere coaſt all along to 
the North, both from togges and Ice allo; both 
which are violent hinderers to -men that haue;vn- 
dertaken theſe voyages.

| Bur if this defigne of aPlantation ſhould nor be. 
eatcrtained, and thronghly: proſecuted, it _—

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iuſtly doubted, that ſome other Princewill ſtep in, 
and vndertake the ſame : which if it ſo fall out, your 
Maieſtic ſhall not onely loſe all thoſe aduantages 
and benefits, which your Maieſtie,and your ſubie&s 
might reape by this Plantation, butalfo the aQtuall 
poſlefſion ; and then thoſe that ſhould vſurpe your 
Maieſties right there, will bean hindrance to your 
Maieſtie either to remoue them, or to plant by 
them,without hazardinga breach of peace. 

And it may be feared, that ſuch a Plantation, 
growing to haue ſtrength, your ſubie&s ſhall be (if 
not prohibited) yerat leaſt hindred of their free tra- 
ding and fiſhing there,or conſtrained to take their

And diuers Datch and French wn, hauc alſo of- 
tentimes come thither,purpoſely to loade fiſh from 
the Ereltſh, which they afterwards tranſport into 1. 
taly, Spaine, and other parts, whereby they imploy 
both their ſhipping, and mariners, making good 

profit thereof. Pts 

We haue already ſpoken of the great numbers 

of French and Portugal ſhipping,that vſually trade | 

cuery yeerc tothis Coaſt, and the places neere ad- 
ioyning in fiſhing voyages : ſo that what in all like- 
lihood may be thecuent ofa Plantation to be made 
there, if cither Spazxe or Fraxce ſhould break league 
with your Maicſtie,or your royall Progeny ; I leaue 
to the conſideration of your Maieftie. : 

And certainly as your Maieſties ſubje&s failing 
to and from Yirginia, & the Bermuda Tlands, might / 

\ in any extremity (hauing ſpent a maſt or yard, or 

when any leake 1s fprung) be relicued, and at other 

times refreſh themfelues in their voyages,if a Plan- 

tation were ſettled neere about Trepaſfey - So vpon | 

occaſion of any attempr, or other miuries which 

might be offered thoſe more remotePlantations, 

they might from thence receive ſuceour inſhorter 

time then from Ereland.

Beſides all this,it would be a go eaſe to all the 
reſt of your Maieſtics ſubic&s, if ſome part of our 
ſuperabounding multitudes were tranſplanted into 
New-found-land; for beſides the great number of 
idle perſons chat liue here, ſpending their time in 
drinking 464 other exceſſe, among which many of 
your New-found-land men may be reckoned, during 
the winter ſcaſon,whileſt they are at home : There 
are many thouſands of poore people of both ſexes, 
which might be ſpared our of all your Maicſties 
Dominions, who liuing penurioufly, and in great 
want, would be perſwaded to remoue their dwel- 
ling into New-found-land, where they might not 
onely free themſclyes of their preſent miſeries, bur 
alſo by their induſtric, in time inrich themſelues, 
and deſerue well of the State by their imploiments: 
for there is yeerely great abundance of goodfiſh 
loſtfor want ot labourers, and other good things 
alſo. 
Neither are the people of thoſe your Maieſties 
Kingdomes, any way inferiour to other Nations 
in courage, cither to vndertake, or mamtaine, but 
they are often lefſe induſtrious and diligent. And | 
(with griefe itis to be ſpoken) by our ſluggiſhnes, 
ſome of our neere neighbours hane wonne from vs 
the ancient honour, and that reputation, by which 
we were held the Maſters of Nauigation,and Com- 
manders of the Seas. To. F 

And I am verily of opinion, if their Audit were 
truly publiſhed to the world, that their trade of 
fiſhing vpon your Maieftics Sea-coafts, hath been 
the beſt meanes of their preſent ſtrength, hauing

i knowne,that the Frexch and alſo the Datch,by their 

Nt fiſhing on your Maieſties Sea-coaſts,doe vie a pet- 
tic kind of picking away of infinite ſummes of mo- 
ney yeerely from your Maieſties Kingdomes ; not 

. only from North-Yarmourh,8& other places there- 
by, all the time that the Herring fiſhing laſteth: but 
alfo for Mackerel], Soles, Whirings,and other forts 
of iſh which they take, in ſight of your Maieſtics 
Kingdome, and bring it here to land daily,and ſell 
it for ready mony; ſuch daily gathering away of 
coyne,may well be remedied,it your Maicſtics fub- 
ies would forbeare to buy any freſh fiſhof other 
Nations,which me thinks they ſhould : then Stran- 
gers ſhould be conſtrained to bring coyne into 
your Maieſties Kingdomes with their fiſh, to ſet 
poore people a worke to ſalt and preferue their 
Herrings.,and other fiſh withall,when they bring it 
herea land ; whereby ſome Cuſtomes and other 
duties will alfo grow : or otherwiſe they will leauc 
their daily fiſhing ſo ncere your Maicſtics King- 
domes(as now they doe)and then ſuch fiſh willtbe 
the more plentitull for your Highneſle ſubie&s to 
take, and thereby greatly encourage them to ſet 
foorth and employ many a poore man the more in 
fiſhing,then now there is : and it will then not only 

 preſerue great ſummes of mony yeerely from car- 
rying away from your Maicſties Kingdoms, butal- 
{o there will be more gotten, than now there is, 
and great numbers of mariners increaſed,to be ve- 
ry - vom for the Nauy, when there may bee 
caule. | 
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and which (in my opinion) will weigh moſt toward 
_ thefurtherance of this Plantation in ,New-found. 
land,by\ reaſon of the many conſequences thereof ; 
isthe bettering of our trade there, which,will fall 
out exceeding beneficiall in diuers reſpe&s,if thoſe 
who aduenture thither, will follow ſome' better 
courſe then formerly-theyhaue vicd : And in ſo do- 
ing, ſhips-maythen faile in much moroſaictic thi- 
ther, and returne yeerely from thence-much more 
richer then now they doe. For many diſorderly 
courſes are committed by ſome traders and adueg- 
curersthither, in ſetting foorth ro that Countrey, 
and practiſed by ſome of them when they arriue 
there : Iftheſe diforders wete reformed, the great 
benefit expected will ſoone follow. 
It is well knowne, that they which aduenture to 
New-found-land a fiſhing, begin to dreſlc and pro- 
uide their ſhips ready commonly in the moneths 
of December, lanuary,and February, and are ready 
ro ſet foorth at Sea 1n thoſe voyages. neere the end. 
of February, being commonly the. fouleſt time in 
the yecre.

For by the haſting foorth as now they vſe, they 
greatly endanger themſeclues , being many times -

| well knowne : So that to get the ſuperioritie to ar- 
| riue there farſt in an Harbour, they will beare ſuch 
i" an ouer-preſt faile,and info deſperate a manner,as

| the like to any orher part of the world. For albeit 
| when the fogges are thicke, and the nights darke, 
that ſometimes they cannot diſcerne the m_ of

Such Stages and Houſes, that the firſt arrivers 
into an Harbour finde ſtanding, wherein men ſer

24 
them: by which vnfit diſorders of fome firſt amt. 
uers there yeerely, thoſe which arriue after them, 
are ſometimes twenty dayes and more to provide 
boords and timber, to fit their boates for fiſhing ;

fiſh on : whereby much time is loſt, and vicuals 
conſumed to no good purpoſe ; and thereby alſo 
the voyages of the after-commers, are often great- 
ly hindred and prolonged,to the great hurt of your 
Maieſtic, and many a good ſubie&: and the mart. 
ners themſelues which trade to that Countrey,and 
commit thoſe great abuſes, are thereby alſo much 
wronged, as they haue acknowledged , by their 


 owne diſorderly behauiours. 


Wherefore if ſuch which hence-foorth aduean- 


| ture to that Countrey, take ſome better courſe in 


that txade of fiſhing, then heretofore they have vicd, 
they ſhall finde the greater ſafety of their aduen- 
tures, and much good thereby. For whexeas here- 
tofore theyhaye vied to make ready their ſhips to 
faile in thoſe voyages, in ſuch vnſeaſonable time of 
the yeere, whereby they often receiue great binde- 
rances and loſſes ; they need not then goe foorth in 
the faid voyage, vntill the 25.day of March,which.is 
a fit time of the yeere to put to Sea from ouy Coaſt 
to. that Countrey; the winter ftormes beginning. 
then to ceaſe. And then any ſuch ſhip which-carries 
in her thirtic men in cucry-voyage,may well leauc 
ſixe men.there behinde them,or more, all the win- 
ter ſeaſon, vntil} the ſhips. returne10 then agaive.

- Forthea cuery ſhips company might fall to fiſh- 
ing,the very next or ſecond day after their arriuall; 
whereas now, it is twenty dayes vntill they are fit- 
xcd: and then ſuch ſhips ſhould not need ſo ſoone 
to haſte away from\Ergiand by one moneth at leaſt; 
mens lives might be thereby much the better ſa- 
ued, lefſe vituals wafted, and many dangers pre- 
uented.

But being left in the Countrey in ſuch manner,as 
aforcſaid,thoſe parts of theſe ſhips that leaue thoſe 
men there, that are ſo peſtered now yeerely with 
ſuch vnprofitable things, may bee filled vp yeerely 
with good fiſh,and many beneficiall commodities, 
for the good of thoſe Aduenturers that wilo ſettle 
people there to plant. 

Theſe men that may beſo fitly left in the Coun- 
rey, will not onely be free from the perils of the 
Sea, by not returning yeerely, as now they vic to 
doc, but will liue there very pleaſantly; and ( if they 
be induſtrious people) gaine twiceas much in the 
abſence of the ſhips that leaue them there, more

Such perſons are not fit to aduance your Maie- 
ſies intended worke,but rather diſgraccand hinder 
the ſame. 

Therefore ſeeing thoſe people that were fo for- 
merly ſentto plant in the South part of the Coun- 
erey, to bee ſo vnfit for that ſeruice, as it is well 
knowne, I grew our of heart to behold ſuch abuſe 
to be vied by thoſe that wereſo ſent to plant. 

l Yetentring into conſ1deration,how injurious I 
| fhould be to God.and(as I did conceiue in my con- 
| ſcience) trecherous to your Maicſty,and my Coun- 
| |  trey,hauing once as it were laid hold on F plough, 
I ſhould rake ir off and looke backe: I did then in- 
courage my retiring ſpirits ; notwithſtanding all 
my former wrongs-thentuſtained. And although I 
found thoſe. people that were ſo formerly ſent-to 
plant,ſo vnfattor that ſcruice,lI did not only conſider 
of the fitteſt courſe whereby to aduance that work, 
which was formerly ſo worthily intended bur alſo 
truly and plainly to write this Diſcouery, as now: 
hauc, how commodioully and beneficially it may 
be proceeded on; and ſo ihipped ſome of them to 
returne home againe, and gaue others leaue to de- 
part,all,excepting ſixe only ;to whom1T gaue dire- 
ions for building an houſe, and imploying them- 
{clues, otherwiſe then formerly they had done, vn- 
Ul they heard fromthe Gentleman that fent thens 
| ESE £8 thither: 
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thither: And ſo they liued there pleaſantly ali the 
next winter. | - 


Now hauing laid. open a commodious and be- 
neficiall 0-173, Bum that Land may be peopled;yer 
I ſuppoſe it may be queſtioned, that ifafitth man of 
ſome ſhips,or cuery ſhip were ſo left in the Coun» 
trey ; that it will rather leſſen the number of mari- 
ners, that may be ready here at home to doe your 
Maicſtic ſeruice, then to increaſe them : and foby 
miſconceiuing therein , your Maieſties intended 
Plantation may be hindred. To which I anſwere, 
that moſt ſhips which: trade thither yeerely a fiſh- 
ing.doe commonly carry in them euery fifth perſon 
that was neuer at Sea before, or ſich as hauc bur 
little vnderſtanding in their Compaſle ; neither 
knowledge of Sea termes,or what to doe in a ſhip: 
and thoſe men are yeerely hired by the Owners,and 
Vicuallers foorth of ſhips in thoſe voyages, and 
by the Maſter of the ſhip,and the better ſort of men 
for ſmall wages, who haue the benefit of their 
ſhares; and-thoſe men doe ſerue cucn {o. fitly for 
ſome purpoſes in thoſe New-lazd voyages the firſi 
yecrc,asfome of thoſe men doe that haue bin there 
often ::So that.by carrying thither yeerely cue 
fifth man,ſuch as were neuer there betore.there will 
be aboue 1000. Sea-men-increaſed eueryycere by 
that trade; and they being left there the winter, 
will at times kill Deere and other beaſts, and alſo 
take ſtore of fiſh and fowle for their prouiſton; and 
it will harden then well to the Sea, andat.other 
times they may imploy themſelues. beneficially in 
Husbandry vpon the Jand, as feruants ought to do, 


So that whereas there goes now  yeerely,.as the 
I: G3 trade. 
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trade is, aboue two hundred and fifty Saile of your 
Maieſtics ſubie&s ſhips, with aboue five thouſand 
men in-them; and being yeerely carried thither 
the fifth perſon that was neuer at Sea before, there 
will be by that courſe increaſed aboue fiue thou- 
and Sea-men in cuery fiue yeeres:and whereas now 
there is yeerely trading thither aboue two hundred 
and fifty Saile of ſhips, therewill be then in little 
time(God bleſſing that trade)aboue foure hundred 
Saile of your Mateſties ſubie&s ſhips there imploy- 
ed ; which may be a greater increaſe of wealth, 
ſtrength and power to your Maicſtic and King- 
domes. thannow it is. 

And although it be well knowne, that the Now- 
found-land yeeldeth yeerly ſuch great bleſſings from 
God,to maintain Chriſtians ; yet many of our Eng- 
liſh Nation, who in great fulneſſc taſte them, doe 
there as it were tread them vnder their feetc ; as 
may partly appeare by the following diſcourſe. For 
our Nation,vpon their arriuall yeerly to that Coun- 
rrey,doe cut downe many of the beſt trees they can 
finde, to build their ſtages and roomes withall for 
theirneceſlary occaſions; hewing,rinding,and de- 
ſtroying many others that grow within a mile of 
the Sea,where they vic to fiſh. 

The rindes of theſe trees ferue to couer theit 
Stages,and neceflary roomes,vvith turfes on them; 
ſo that in fevy yceres,]I feare,that moſt of the good 
timber trees neere the Sea-(ide, vvhere men vie to 
fiſh,vvill be either felled,ſpoyled or burned : yer at 
our peoples departure from ſuch roomes & ſtages, 
they vvill ſuffer bur little thereof to ſtand, vvhereby 


to doe any man ſcruice the yeere enſuing. | 
| Thele 
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"Theſe are things lamentable to be ſuffered, and 
great pitty that it is not redrefled: for no Nation 
elſe dotir the like, neither doe the Sauage people, 
after ſuch time as our Country-men come op 
thence,cither hurt or burne any thing of theirs,that 
they leaue behinde them ſo that Hoſe trees, and 
that timber might be conuerted to many ſeruice- 
able vies for the good of your Maicſtie, and your 
ſubicats. | 

Now Ithinke good topmake knowne partly what 
abuſes be alſo oftered torhe Harbours and Rodes 
in New-fourd-land, that are fo beautifull and excel- 
lent, ordained by God for ſhips to ride fafe inar 
anchor, as there are not better in any part of the 
world : yet forall this beauty of theirs,and the com- 
modity that wee receiue by them; theſe diſorders 
diuers men doe there commit.v7z. 

All ſhips, for euery voyage they make there, take 
in many exceeding great ſtones, therewith to pore 
their drie fiſh in their ſhips ; which worke being 
done, they caſt many of theſe ſtones into F Harbors 
where they ride at Anchor, which are to beſeene 
lying in oe heaps in ſome places,within three fa- 

ome of water, to the great indangering of ſhips 
and cables; to the perill alſo both of mens lives, 
and their goods, and likely in time tochoake vp or 
fpoyle many excellent Harbours in that Countrey, 
if prouifion be. not by your Maieſtics high autho- 
ritic made to the contrary. 

All theſe abuſes are confeſſed inthe bricfe of the 
ſentments, that follow in the latter part of this 
zooke, the which being made knowne to the ſub- 


ic&s thataduenture thither,I am confident (in my 
opinion) 
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| opinion) that they ſhould all defire your: Maicſtie, 


that there may be ſome better. gouctrimment, eſta-: | 
bliſhed there, than now it is:and tharſuch which 
plant there,may notabuſe or hinderanyſuchwhich- 
cerely come thither a fiſhing,whereby they ſhould: 
ons any iuſt cauſe to cowplaine the one' apainſt 
the other,as now they doe. | 
And becauſe my deſire is, that not onely Mer- 
chants,or {uch as liue neere the Sca-ſide,but alſo all 
others that ſhal giue their futtheranice tothis Plan- 
tation, cither by aduenturing their moneyes, or: 
ſending men rhicher (becauſe it is to be vadertaken 
by men of good ability)and in ſuch manner, as the 
wealthy men doe in other Countries, ioyning their 
urſes to further any ſuch good worke: I thinke it 
7 to ſhew how ſuch perſons may aduenture to that 
Countrey, though they dwell farre from the Sea- 


- coaſt; and others likewiſe that dwellncere, may.do 


itwith little trouble,but only by arruſty ſeruant to 


- giue account ycerely of his disburſings, and like- 


wiſe of his reccits ; which (I truſt) will be, very be- 
neficiall toall ſuch as will aduenture therein. 
Some, who dwell farre from the Sca-coaſt,mav 
ſay, they are fo farre off,that they ſhould be bur lie- 
tle the better for a Plantation to be made in New- 
fonund-land, and fo may hold it a ncedlefle thing for 
them to know how beneficiall that Countrey.hath 
long time bin to theſe your Maicſtics Kingdomes; 
and how it may in little time be worth double ta 
your Matieſties ſubie&s,in reſpe& of what now it is, 
euen inthe only trade of fiſhing, beſides the: good 
that may come by other commodities. +. + 4 
To ſuch therefore that ſhould here obica, m 
- 
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thoſe that liue farre from-the Sea, whether Gentle- 
men or others, and are not experienced in affaires 
of this nature, cannot ſo conueniently. aduenture 
thither: I anſwere,that none of your Maieſties Sub- 
ies dwell further then 100. miles from the Sea- 
ſide, which isno great journey ; Bytheſame reaſon 
that Commodities brought from Forraine parts, 
and landed on our coaſts and Hauen townes, dil- 
perſed thorow all places of your Maicſties King- 
domes, and ſo vented(our men liuing thus inanyof 
theſe places)may with as little difficulty aduenture 
into other Countries. Foras weehaue the example 
of divers, both Gentlemen. and athers of 7taly, 
Spaine, Germany, Sauoy, the Low Countries, and 0- 
ther places tharcome yeerely more then 200; miles 
to the City of $11, purpoſely to faile to the Weſt 
Indies, and doe returne rich;So it may bealſfo well 
vaderſtood bythe following diſcourſe, how com- 
modioufly there- may bee ſent many Pangea from 
any partof your Maicſtics Kingdomes to bee there 
imployed.that haue but ſmall meanes to liue, and 
be very beneficiall to themſelues, & will imploy the 
there; The firſt thing therefore that I will aduiſe 
any ſubic& that is bur little acquainted with Sea-af- 
faires,and ſuch as is willing to aduenture in the de- 
ſired Plantation, is,to acquaint himſelfe with an ap- 
proued vnderſtanding man in Sea-affaires, and al- 
ſ{owith aſccond ; and then with both their opinions 
and his owne iudgement,he may ſet forward there- 
in, with great hope of the better ſucceſle, for to 
my knowledge,diuers worthy gentlemen thathaue 
 aduentured to the Seas; partly through their owne 
conceir, ſeeming to know _ which they did _ 

ue 


; 
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haue alſo oftentimes been animated on by ſome 

"turbulent ſpirics that haue outrun themſelues, and 
ſo brought men in ſuch mindes,that on the coaſt of 
Guinnte there, they might gather vp gold along the 
Sca-ſhore, waſhed vp with the Sea in great s ung 
dance; and likewiſe it they would aduenture to the 
Veſt Indies, there they ſhould load their ſhips with 
gold-oare, and drawe it aboord their ſhips with 
Wheele-barrowes, and then ſhare it by the pound ; 
and ſuch like proie&s. 

Thus by ſuch meanes diuers men haue runne fo 
farre at Sea, in ſome ſuch vnfit voyages, that they 
haue brought land to water, and knew not how to 
ſhape a courſe to.recouer vnto land againe. God 
ſend all thoſe that will henceforth aduenture to the 
Seas in any Plantation, good Pilots, and it will be 
the greater hope of good ſucceſſe. 

Now forthoſe that will put their hands to the 
furthering of a Plantation in New-found-land, my 
opinion is,they are beſt either to buya Ship of 100, 
Tun, anda Pinnace of 40. Tun, or neere ich bur- 
thens, or elfe to hire the like Ship to ſerue for the 
paſſing of wx. victuals, and prouiſtons, in the , 
Spring of the yeere,fit for ſuch apurpoſe,and for the 
returning of ſuch fiſh,and other commodities from 
thence, as thoſe men ſo ſent and imployed, may 
procure with their labours; and thoſe Ships and 
men ſo ſent, may beſo fitted and prouided with 

| Salt,Nets, Hooks, Lines and fuch like prouifions,as 
thoſe Ships and menare, which yeerely faile thither 
a fiſhing. | 

Thebeſ courſe of the two, as I conceiue,js for a- 

ay ſuch,to buy a Ship and a Pinnaceto ſerue forthar 


purpoſe, 
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purpoſe, and then the Pinnace may be ſent thither 
cfore the bigger Ship, whereby to ſettle and begin 
to ſuch a conuenient place for habitation, as 
ſhall dire& them whither the greater ſhip may re- 
paire : and they may imploy themſelues all rhe time 
that there is good to be done in fiſhing in that trade 
_ onely, and berweene the faile of the Shoales of fiſh, 

they may build houſes and other neceſlarie things in 
perie& readinefle tobe tranſported into Spaine, Por- 
tugall and other places beyond the Seas, much chea- 
per then the Hollanders doe, ſceing it is to bee had 
there eaſily with mans labour onely. And therefore 
more commodioufly from thence for vs from thoſe 
parts, then the Hollanders arcable to ſerue them, 
as now they.doe, who buy ſuch commodities with 
their money in Spruce-laud,Norway and other places, 
and yct thereby gaine much, and increaſe a number 
of Shipping and Mariners , and ſet them a warke 


_ continually. _ 

Now having ſhewed how men may yndertake.to 
further this Plantation , by prouiding ſhips for.the 
fiſhing trade,as is formerly expreſſed; I ſuppoſethat 
ſome worthy.men, that may be zealous and willing 
to further ſo pious , honourable, and beneficiall k . 
worke, may be vnwillingt0:trauble themſclues with 
the fiſhing trade, and yer very willing to further.the 
ſaid Plantation after ſome other manner, that may 
be lefle troubleſome.to them , which they may well 
performe in:this manner: 

They may birea ſhip with men, and viQualled to 
fajile from any partof your Maieſties Kingdomes,to 
the New-faund-/and, to carrie people,viftuals,beaſts, 
and other prowiions-in ſuch competent number, as 

FTIR [7 may 
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may be fit to pat in ſuch a fhippe, as any one ſhall 
fo hire ; and hauing landed ſuch people and prouiſi- 

ons thereto plant, the ſaid ſhippe may there loade 

fih from the fiſhermen; and if any will plant in that 
manner, they are to oangyge for their fiſh here in 

Enezland, with ſuch as do et forth ſhips in the fiſhing 
trade,whichfiſh may be bought beforchand ofthem 
to be deliucred there at eyght ſhillings the hundred 

waight, orneere that price, and to pay forthe ſame 

within fortie daies, more or leſle, after ſuch times 
here in Enzland, that there comes from thence the 
 fightof any Bills of Exchange, from thoſe that re- 
ceiue the fiſh there in that manner ;.and the ſhippe 
ſo hired, being there loaden, may ſaylefrom thence 
to: Portugall,. Spaine ,, or any other Port within the 

ſtraights of Gzbraltar, and vato Marſells or Naples , 

I ſuppoſe the fraight of eucry Tunne of fiſh foto be 

tranſported there, will be neere foure pound the 

Tunne , twentic hundred waight to 5 2 Tunnez 

which fraight and hire for the ſhippe', men and vi- 

Euals,in all rhat time, 'it may be agreed to be paide 

there where the fiſh is ſolde; ſothat for the hire of 

the ſhippe, men and vittuals, there will beno occa- 
fion to disburſe any money before the ſhippe ſafely 
arrive to either of the places aforeſaid, where , by 

Gods aſſiftance, any one ſhal ſo intend to make ſales; 
and there the ſhippe fo hired may be ſet free and 

then what more ſo-euerthe fiſh-may yeeld, may be 

ro diſcharge the buying of the fiſhin the New-fourd- 
land, and. what profit may accrew ouer and aboue _ 
the fraight and hire of the ſhippe, men, and victuals 
being diſcharged, will redound to the good of any 
man. that will aduenture ſo to-plant, and hire his 


ſhippe 


” 


ſhippe in thatmanner; and ſuch courfe may any ſuf. 
ficient man take euery ycere tofurther the ſaid Plan. 
ration, and haue one ſhippe to make three. voyages 
there ina yeere, thar ſhall but land people and-pro- 
uiſions for them , and preſently reloade ſuch Fiſh, 
Maſts, Deale-bords, Beames, Timber for buildings, 
and other commodities, ſuchas thoſe people which 
he had formerly ſent,ſhould haue prouided in readi- 
neſle : with which commodities, if he returne to 
Sparne or Portugal, itwill yeeld ready money: and it 
hee returne with it to the Citie of Loder and Port 


ney,bur it will bea meanes to imploy ny the more 
of your Maijeſties Subie&ts and ſhipping r 


erein: ſo 
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thoſe that trade thitheras the trade is now, with the 
waſte and tranſportation of it thither, aboue foure. 
treene thouſand pounds, of which ſamme there is a- 
boue ſeuen thouſand pounds yeecrely beſtowed in 
other Countries, which I ſhould gladly ſhew ſome 
fir meanes that ir may bee henceforth ſaued and 
brought into your Maicſties Kingdomes in Coyne, 
or ſome other good commodities. The which may 
be very fitly, commodiquſly and beneficially done, 
if thoſe which yeerely aduenture thither,will ſettle 

ople there in ſuch order as aforeſaid, in cuery har- 
bod where they vie tofiſh, and prouide pannes ine- 
nery ſuch harbor to boyleſalt to-preſerue theirfiſh 
withall , the which may be om there very 
cheape; ſo in that manner one panne will makea- 
boue twentie buſhels of good faltineuery foureand 
rwentic houres for that purpoſe, onely with mans la- 
bour and the ſalt water; and not as ſome doe ve, to 
make ſalt vpon ſalt; and there it will bee vadertaken 
to be made with the wood-fire (which may be there 
had with little labour) withour Hhaeoll or'Sea- 
coles; and that ſalt ſo made there, ſhall not ſtand 
in threepence the buſhel], to thoſe that willprouide 
to make it in that manner: and nowſalt ſtands thoſe 
tharaduenture there, neuerleſſe then twentie pence 
a buſhell. 21 

Andirt is well approued by all thoſe that yeerely 
fiſh for Ling, Codde, and Herrings vpon all your 
Maieſties Sea-coafts;thar ſalt oy boyled in ſuch 


dic, then that fifh-which is preſerued withany other 
kinde of falt.. And /I am well aſſured, that ſuch fiſh 
| as 
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as is falted with the fineſt white falt,will ſell farre ber- 
cer in $iuil,and other places of Sparnc and taize,then 
that which is preſerued withany other kinde of mud- 
dic falt: and thus by taking ſuch a fit courſe for ma- 
king thereof in New-found-land,it will not onely ſaue 
a great deale of coyne yeerely in your Maieſties 
Kingdomes, bur alſo greatly inrich your Maieſties- 
Subicas thereby. "be | 
There is no queſtion to bee made, but that thoſe 
ſhips which may be ſo procured to carrie people thi- 
ther, will yeerely returne from thence deepe loaden 
with good fiſh to diuers places payne the Seas,and 
make good profit with the. imployments thereof, 
(if fir prouifion bee made to take fiſh withall as it 
ought to be 2 for euery man, the better he doth pro- 
uide himſelfe for that purpoſe,ſhall reape thegrearer 
benefit thereby at the firſt) and nor be able to returne 
from thence,Deale-bords,Maſts,and ſuch like, vntill 
ſuch time as ſhipping be builded much greater, and 
fitter for thatſeruice then now they are. Hd 
The trade to the New-found-land being followed 
in this manner,as it may well be,your Maicſties Sub- 
ies may then haue there yeerely,aboue goo. ſaile of 
good ſhips from all your Maieſtics Kingdomes, rea- 
dic to be called home from thence, without imbar- 
ment of any forraine Prince, vpon {eſſe then fourc- 
reenedaies warning, if the winde ſeruc, with aboue 
eyght thouſand luſtic, ſtrong and feruiceable Sea- 
men in them, vpon any occaſion of ſeruice, when 
ſome other ſhips and Mariners that are then abroad 
in voyages,to the Ea#,or Weit Indzes, and diuers 0- 
ther places, will not beſo ſpeedily called homeznei- 


ther (when they come) ſo luſtie and ſtrong,as thoſe 
— . which

which vſe to the New-fomnd.land are, if your Maieſtic 
and Kingdomes haue neuer ſo great neede of their 
ſeruice. | 
Which being conſidered , muſt needs bee alfo a 
great terror to any forraine Prince that ſhall proffer 
to quarrell with your Majeſtic, when he ſhall conſj- 
der that your Maieſtic may ſo ſpeedily be furniſhed 


 withſo many ſeruiceable ſhips of your Subiects, and 


ſo many Saylors, and that but from that onely place 
of trading : So, againe it is to bee conſidered, that 


_ yeerely from the New-fonnd-la1d,as the trade is now, 


the Subiects bring from thence to the value much a- 
boue the ſumme of 135000. pounds : what the be. 
nefit and imployment thereof, and.the imployments 
of ſhips and Mariners are thereby, may be well-con- 
{idered, and that trade carrieth not away any coyne 
out of the Land, as ſome others doe, neither any o- 
ther commodities, and therefore it may be well vn- 
derſtood what a great benefit {hall ariſe to all your 
Maieſties Kingdomes, if the trade be once orderly 


ſettled and increaſed as aforeſaid: and then your Ma- 


teſtics Subiects ſhips will be much bigger builded 
for that trade, and better furniſhed with good Ord- 
nance, fit forany defence, and likewiſe then- Ord- 
nance will not bee ſold into other Countries (as it 
hath been much in my time) which Ordnance ſo 
ſold (I fcare) it occaſion ſhould bee offered, mia 
ſhoot their bullets at our owne boſomes , as it is al 
ready too much ſcene. | 
| And whereas my opinion is, thart it is better to 
buy ſhips for that trade, then to take them to hyre 
(as ſome doe) which yeerely ſend ſhips thither, to 
loade cither fiſh or Trayne and tranſport it into 
France, 


France, Spaine and other places ; thoſe which hire 
ſhips, are bound by conditions vader hand and 
ſcale which we call Charter parties; wherein itis ex. 
preſſed, in how many daies the owners of the ſhips 
are to make them ready,& how many daies ſhe muſt 
ſtay there, to attend the Marchant, and ſuch like 
conditions: And although the place where ſhe a- 
riues be neuer ſo much oucrlaid with the like com- 
moditie that ſhe bringeth; yet there nwuſt ſhee dif- 
charge and alfo relade ; though ſuch commodities, 
which ſhe is to relade, be there much dearer then at 
ſome other place notfarre from it: which hath bin 
a great loſle to many Marchants ; yea divers cauils 
haueriſen thereby betweene them that haue taken 
and letten Ships in that manner. 
Therefore I hold, that the buying of Ships to 
follow that ſeruice,is the beſtand profitableſt courſe 
thatmay be taken therein , for then they may ſend 
them to New-found-land, or where they thinke good 
atall times of the yeere, and to any place, or ſo ma- 
ny places as may pleaſe God to dire& them, to | 
make their ſaile and imployments, and likewiſe to 
vent the ſame, where they may be beſt aduiſed. 
Such as will vadertake to ſend people to that 
land.as aforcſaid, I would alſo aduiſe them to ac- 
quaint themſclues with a fit man to be Maſter in 
each Ship, that vnderſtands the order of afiſhing 
voyage to that Coma and hee will procure fit 
fiſhermen, to goe with him for that purpoſe, and 
likewiſe acquaint them with cuery particular thing 
that is fit for ſuch a voyage. And withall it is to 
be obſerued , that for cuery ſuch ſcruant that any 
Maſter will ſend thither to plant, and live all the 
J yecre, 
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E.-, yeere, hee is to hauca ſingle ſhare allowed vnto e- 
uery man alike of ſuch fiſh as is taken , whileſk 
they labour together in the Summer time with 
the ſhips company with whom they are, though 
afterwards they ſtay in the land, and follow ſor2e 0- 
ther ſernice for their maſters, whiles the ſhipsare 
;mployed abroad in venting their commodities , 
and vntill they returne to them againe, to the New. 
found-land: which ſingle ſhare of fiſh ſo taken, may 
well defray all rhe charge and hire that any man 
ſhall haue of his maſter, who doth ſtay there all the 
winter, with good aduantage. SE. « 
Note alſo I pray', that any ſhip which ſhallbe ſo 
imployed to fiſh only, as now men vſe to doe, it ſhe 
be 100. Tun, doth commonly carry in her 36. men 
and boyeszand rhat ſhip will faile well to the New- 
found land,and from thenceto the Straztes of Gibral- 
tar, or afiy other part of Chriſtendome, with 20. of 
the former 36. men:1ſo that 16.0t the ſaid companie 
may very well remaine there, till rhe ſaid ſhips re- 
eurne to them againe, and doe good feruice to your 
Maieſtie and themſelues, but moſt of all to thoſe 
who ſhall ſend ſo greata number thither to liue all 
the yeere, whereas now theſe 16. men lye ſtill in 
the ſhip at great charge euery voyage,much peſte- 
ring the (ſhips with their perſons,vicuals, cheſts, 
and diuers vnprofitable things to no good purpoſe, 
as is touched before ; which places in the ſhip may 
be filled with good fith and other profitable things, 
if thoſe 16. men were left behinde in the Country 
wherethey may be well imployed, whichis almoſt 
the onehalfc part of ſuch a ſhips con-pany.

luntarily.and willingly entertaine their certaine 
places to make their fiſh on, and plant : for the moft 
part of thoſe men, who may fo well and beneficially 
remaine there to plant, may be, ſome handycratts- 
men with their wiues, and ſome ſuch other people 
as your Maieſtics Kingdoms may very welſpare,do- 

ing good to themſelues, their maſters and Com- 
mon-wealth, learning experienceand to be fit for 
ſoqune TE: |: 

I amalſo confident in my opinion(wherein Iub- 

mie my ſelfe to deeper judgements) that if New- 
found-land may be thus planted, our gy OS 168 Op 
Mariners will be ſo increaſed, that wee may here- cr OY 
after furnith Fraxce , Spaine, Portugall, and other 
Countries, with ſuch kinde of fiſh as thoſe Seas 
doe yeeld; and fo by this meanes the whole fiſhing 
trade on that coaſt, maybe drawne into the hands 
of your Maieſties ſubieQsonly : and whether then it 
will be better for your Maieſtics Kingdomes , let 
each man iudge. x 


I donot intend that other Nations ſhould be pro- No Nationcobe 
hibired the free priuiledge of fiſhing,whichfor naa- pommagy 
ny yeeres they hauc _ there with vs ; or that 
2 WOE 
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wee ſhouldaſſumeir vato our ſelues by ſtrong hand, 
or conſtrayne thoſe that come thirher, to take their 
fiſh of vs at qur prices:bur this is my only m2aning ; 
That whereas at this preſent, the French, Bilcaines, 
and Portugals ſend yeerely ro thatCountrey many * 
ſayle of ſhips, as I haue already declared, our men 
by ayling thither with fewer perſons, and ih leſſe 
danger in cuery ſhip then now we doe,by multiply- 
ing their voyages,and ſpending lefſe time and victu- 
als in the ſame, and by carrying more and better 
fiſh in euery ſhip then now they vie todoe, may be 
able not only to furniſh Frarce,Spaine,and Italy with 
thoſe commodities , but alſo to fell farre better 
cheape, then any of theſe nations can poſtibly fetch 
the ſame from thence with their owne ſhipping and 
labors. And which of theſe nations will then aduen- 
-ture thicher, when he knowes that his returne will 
be a certaine lofle? 
-ure50/dizers Morcouer,our men wintring there,might take of 
| frts, the beaſtsof che Countrey yeelding Furres, when, 
they arein feaſon, and in their perte&ion ; So that 
in proceſle of time, they may alſo ſettle a traffike 
with the Sauages for rheir Furres of Beuer, Mar- 
tons, Scale, Otters, and what elſe is of worth a- 
monegſt them.

works, Many more poore Artificers and others w_ be

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then in great numbers heereby ſera worke, then 
nowe there are,and by the increaſc and bettering of 
this Trade,a great augmentation of your Maieſties 
Reuenues in your Cuſtomes muſt of neceſſity foi- 
low. 

Andcertainely it this Trade and Plantation were 
once ſettled in fach manner, it would proue more 
commodious and beneficial! then any other Planta- 
tion your Maieſtic hathel{ewhere:tor,as I haue ſaid, 
It bringeth in great wealth, and carrieth awayno-,,.,, ,, ncke' 
thing bur alittle vials, which would be confſu- in,uvecared 
med by ſo many idle perſons in lefſe then halfe the 9% 
time, which haue no imployments, and yer the 
Kingdomes recciue no benefit by ſuch Drones nei- = 
ther. 
Much more might be ſaid to this. purpoſe: but I x;hing 0: wh; 
defire not to inuent, or enlarge matters beyond my Pa m__ : 
obſervations; yer thus much alſo may I truly ſay; s: 
that the fiſhing on the coaſtof New-found-land, is a Brittaine. 
ſure and good tradeto great Brittaine, and there- 
fore deſerues to be cheriſhed : for trading thither 
and returning home thence, wee little feare the 
Turkes bondage and circumciſion, nor any out- 
landith Inquiſition, nor the Imbarkements of any 
Prince, nor ſuch contagious heatcs, as thoſe finde 
that trade neere the Lyne, neither the danger and 
hurt of Art-wormes, wherewith ſhips that trade to 
moſt parts Southward , are ſometimes much hurr, 
nor many other hazards and inconueniences, to 
which ſome of our other tradingsare ſubie&t. 

And as this Plantation will be inall reſpe&tso- 
beneficiall, asany of thoſe your Maieſtie holds a- 


broad elſewhere: ſo may the ſame be effeually pro-

ſually done toother of your Maieſties Plantations, 
from whence hauing vnloden, ſhips returne ſom- 
times with few commodities. 

But thoſe ſhips that goe yeerely empty to the 
New-found-land, only to loadefiſh and Trayne oyle, 
and ſorodepartfrom thence,cannot be lefle in num. 
ber then 4o. ſayle : Therfore whatſoeuer ſhall be 
thought fic and neceſlary to be tranſported from 
hence, towards the furtherance and ſetting forward 
of that Plantation , may be by thoſe Ships and 
Barkes carried thither with a very lictle charge, and

Maieſties Sea-coaſts, are attended with 
men of warre, which -are defrayed by a certaine 
contribution from thoſe men,in whoſe defence they 

are imployed. And by this meanes the Marchants

From the ſaid Harbour of Renouze, it is not a- 
boue ten miles ouer land to: the Harbour of Tre- 
paſley, and not farrc from thence to the bottome of 
Trinity my , and within three leagyes vnto the 
Harbour of Renouze, are three very good Har- 
bours, where our Nation vſeth to fiſh , which lie to 
the Northward of it. al 

Now whereas there haue been reports made of 


great cold in that Countrey , by people that haue 
| traded 
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traded thither,who (I ſuppoſe) neuer ſaw any other 
Countrey, but anely that, and their owne natiue | 
ſoyle : and ſuch when they haue retumed from 
thence one voyage, though they neuer vnderſtood, 
orfelt the nature and temperature of other Cly.. 
mates, neither conſider the goodnefle of New. 
found-land, as it is now partly made knowne, haue 
giuen a great deale worſe report of that Countrey,. 
then in reaſon they ſhould : and if ſuch were buta 
\ litrleacquainted,or would vnderſtand of the great 
colde that is at times in Auſcouta;Sweidon, Norway, 
Spriceland, Poland, Denmarke , and other Eaſterne & 
and Northerne partsof the world , where-the peo- 
ple live well and grow rich; ſuch ill reporters of 
New-found-land would alter their opinions. And al- 
though the Ice is ſo great in thoſe other parts the 
| Winter ſeaſon , commonly toure moneths toge- 
ther,thatneither Ship nor Boat can paſſe in all that 
time, from one place to anorher , bur lye till taſt 
frozen, yetin that ſeaſon, where Ships vie to faile 
the Summer time from one place to another, Carts 
and Coaches doe paſſe vpon the Ice. 

Ships alſo in Holland and in thoſe neere places,in 
ſome Winters doe lie there faſt frozen a long time 
rogether : and likewiſe it hath beene in ſome Win- 
rers ſo hard frozen in the Riuer of Thames , aboue 
Londen-bridge neere the Court, that the tendereſt 
faire Ladies and Gentlewomen that are in any part 
ofthe world , whohaue beheld ir, and greatnim- 
bers of people, haue there ſported on the Ice many 
dayes together , and haue felr it colder there, the 
men doe that liue in New-found-land. 


- Now if ſuch men, when they come from thence, 
K 3 | that 
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_ thathauebut little experience of the colde in other 
Countries , neither take due obſeruation of the 
colde that is ſometimes in Eeland, would liſten 
to men that haue traded in the Summer time to 
Greeneland, for the killing of Whales, and making 
of that Traine oylc (which is a good trade found 
out) and conſider well of the abundance of great 
Llands of Ice, that tnofe Ships and men are there 
rroubled withall at times, they would thereby be 
perſwaded to ſpeake little of the colde in New-found.- 
land : yet, praiſed be God, ſeldome any of thoſe 
Ships and men that trade to Greeneland, take hurt 

thereby. 
Wherefore I defire to fatisfie any that ſhall be 
willing to further this Plantation , and cleare thoſe 
pony and doubts that are feared by ſome people 
of the colde there; and alſo to let them know. that 
the Sauage people of the Country endure it ſo well, 
that they liue there naked Winter and Summer, 
And alſo my ſelfe, and.moſt of our Nation, and 
others that hauc traded there , endure the grea- 
teſt colde wee haue met withall there at any time, 
in-our faces, neckes, and cares , as well as any 
Gentlewomen-tn Enzland doe the colde in their 
naked boſomes , neckes and faces in the Winter 
time, when they goec ſo vncouercd : and there- 
fore I doe conceiue , that it is but a little needlefſe 
charieniceneſle vied by ſome that trade there, that 
complaine any thing ofthe cold in that Countrey, 
by kee «f STIROR roo warme: which colde (I 
ſuppoſe) ſome that haue beene there , way tcele the 
more, if they haue been much accuſtomed to drinke 
Tobacco, ſtrong Ale, double Beere, or haue beene . 
þ accuſtomed

accuſtomed to ſit by a Tauerne fire, or touched 
with the French diſcaſe : ſuch, when they come to a 
little cold , whereſoeuer they bee, feele the cold 
more extremely then in Hager they would. 

Furthermore they may be alfo more fully ſatiſh- 

ed of the cold in that Countrey by a Gentleman,one 
Maſter 104z Gay , late Mator of the Citicof Bril- 
toll, that lived there twoyeeres together, with di- 
uers others of fort and qualitie,many yeeres fo plea- 
| ſantly, and healthfull with their wiues and families, 
as if they had liued in England. | : 
And whereas there come ſome yeeres vpon that 
Coaſt great Ilands of Ice, which are congealed in 
the North, farre from thence, as it may bewell per- 
cciued, and thatthe coaſt of New-fornd-land lieth 
in longitude from the South Cape thereof to the 
graund Bay, which is the North-moſt part of the 
Countric, North, North-Eaſt,and South, South- 
weſt,aboue five degrees zandthat from thence, any 
ſhip being, off from that Coaſt rwelue Leagues , 
and ſailing North, North-Eaſt,may run on,till they 
come to the North-ward of. 70.. degrees, and no 
land to hinderhim, neither-from thence any land 
found, in thataltitude, directly Eaſt vnto Greene- 
land, where the trade is for killing of Whales, 
which is aboue. 400. leagues diſtance from that 
courſe :

With theſe good bleſſings which are before re- 
cited, being followed by induſtrious ſpirits, there is 
a great hope of aplentifull harueſt vnto your Maic- 
ſic arid Kingdomes thereby, God ſend good Seed(- 
men and Planters to ſet it forward,as I truſt in God 
it will haue, ſeeing it hath already had many righe 
Honourable and worthy Fathers to commend ir. 

And although that fithence I preſumed to write 
tis Diſcourſe, Ll haue been often dishartened from 
procecding herein : Yet, when I did remember 
Columbrs his good indeuours , that firſt and pati- 
ent Diſcouerer of the Wezit Indies, whom, if God 
had nothartened him on with a worthy minde,and_ 
a boſome armed for all the ſtormes of croſſe for- 
tunes, he had neuer finiſhed that Honourable at- 
tem pt for finding ſuch an happy buſineſle out, the 
which Diſcouery of his, hath cuer ſince filled the 
Spaniſh. Cofers with gold and {iluer, and made 
that Nation Lords of the greateſt riches vnder the 
Sunne: and although that artempr of his, was held 
atfirſt impoſſible toto come any good effect, & Co: 
[umbus laught at by ſome: yet euer firh&ce, by his at- 
tempt I may lay,th at Spazze hath hadfro thence to 
2cIpe to furniſh other Chriſtian Kingdomes with

ſhewing the Commodities thereof. . br 
gold, filucr, and diuers other great riches; and alfo 
now to that Country fo diſcounered, thoſe commo- 
diries that great Br7itaize may yeerely well ſpare, 
and other Countries alſo, are the better vented:

parts of _America,neere thereunto, proue benefici- 
all for diuers trades 1n little time. 

Thele good motives contidered, what prear 
goodcomes vnto Chriſtian Kingdomes, by For- 
raine Plantations,and what infinite wealth is yeere- + . 
ly brought from the West Indzes into: Sparne, as I 
haue there {ecne landed ; doe put me in great hope, 
that if there bee an orderly Plantation ſettled in: 
New-found-land,the trade to that Countrey by your 
Maieſties Subie&s, and other places thereby, may 
yeerely be ſo beneficiall to your Maieſtic and your 
Highnes other Kingdomes, as the Wezt Inabes arc 
now yeerely worth to the King of Spazne, = 

Now hauing thus. commended the Countrey of 
New-found-land inmy opinion, it ought not to bee: 
one of the leaſt motives, whereby to further this 
Plantation, the ſetting of ſome better order and 
gouernement amongſt the Fiſhermen, andall o- 
thers of our Nation that yeerelytrade there, then 

'nowe there is; ſo rhat there may be a reformation 

| of ſuch abuſes as- are there yerely committed ; 
wherein it is well knowne.that I haue already vicd 
my beſt endeuors in the yeere 1615. at which time 
I hada Commiſſion with me for that purpoſe vnder 
the broade Seale of the Admiralty, and did then 
therewith ſet forth, to follow that ſeruice from the 
Port of Exceter,inthe County of Deuon,on the x 1. 


day of May 1615. ina Barke victualled and manned

your Maicſtic, by vertue of that Commiſſion, to 
ſend forth a Precept, to call the Maſters of thoſe 
Engliſh ſhips, that were then there riding at An- 
chor, and alſo the Maſters of ſome other Engliſh 
ſhips that were neere thereunto, and ſo began to 
hold the firſt Courtot Admiralty in your Mateſties 
name, that euer was (asI belecue ) holden in that 
Countrey, to the vie of any Chriſtian Prince, and 
proceeded therein according to courſe of Lawe, as 
the tenor of my Commiſſion did warrant me there- 
in;and alſo in other Harbors of the ſaid Coaſt I did 
the like. Part of which abuſes there committed, I 
hauealready touched : fo likewiſe I will briefly in- 
ſerta parr of the ſeucrall preſenrments of ſuch inju- 


. ries,that were the there deliuerd vnto-me, as afore- 


ſaid, vnderthehands and ſealcs of thoſe 170.Maſters 
of Engliſh Ships, to the vie of your Mateſtie: which 
preſentments were, vpon-my returne from the ſaid 
voyage, deliuered by me into your Maieſties high 


Court of the Admiralty,and then by thoſe Maſters 


of ſhips there impannelled, ſuch abuſes as follow,

Firſt, they did all acknowledge, that there is but

| There are many men yeerly,who vnlawfully con-_ 


 ueyawayorther mens fiſhing boates, fromthe Har- 


bour & place where they were left y yeere before in 


that Countrey;& ſome cut out the markes of them; 


and ſome others rippeand carry away the pieces of 
them, to the great preiudice and hinderance of the 


voyages of ſuch ſhips that depend on ſuch fiſhing 


boates, and alſo to the true Owners of ſuch boates. 


There are ſome men,who arriving there firſt into 


a Harbor, doe rippe and pull downe Stages, that 
were left ſtanding for the ſplitting and falting of 


fiſh the ycere before; and other Stages ſome men 


haue ſet onfire : which is a great hinderance to the 


voiages of ſuch men,as are not there with the firſt in 
the Harbor, for that they muſt then ſpend 20. dayes. 
_ time, for preparing new Stages, and fitting new 
Pinnaces, and other rw 119” things, incuery voy- 


age beforerhey be ſettled to fiſh. 
There arealſo ſome,who arriving firſt in Harbor, 


take away other mens Salt that cheyhad left there . 
the yeere before.and alſo rip and ſpoile the Fars ' 


wherein they make their Traine ; and ſome teare 
downe Flakes, whereon men yeecrely dry their fiſh, 


to. 
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to the great hurt and hinderance of many other that 
cone after them. | 

Some men likewiſe ſteale away the bait outo 
other mens Nets bynight, and alſo out of ther fiſh- 
ing boates by their ſhips ſide, whereby their fiſhing, 
from whome it is ſo taken, is ouerthrowne for the 
1ext day.

They did acknowledge, that ſome men take vp

[hey alſo found, that diuers of your Maieſttes 
ſubie&s hane come to that Coaſt,in fiſhing voiages 
in ſhips not appertayning to any of your Maieſties 
ſubies , which they concciued worthy of puniſh- 
ment, and reformation.

reformation, 

They found, that divers idle perſons,which were 
hired tor thole voyages, when they come thither, 
notwithſtanding that they were Rill in health,

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would not worke, and were ſo lazy and idle, that 

their worke was to little purpoſe: which was worthy 

of puniſhment. 

Againſt alltheſe great abuſes, and divers others It. 

committed in the ſaid New-fornd-land (which they 
did fer downe in their ſcuerall preſentments, as by 

them it may at large appeare,they did all codiſcend, : 
and order from that time thenceforth, that no ſub. 

jie& to your Maieſtic ſhould commit any moreſuch 

abuſes in that Countrey : which may be very well 
remedied, ſeeing they tend tothe aduancement of 

the Trade, and quietnes amongſt the Fiſhermen, 

and tothe Glory of God, the honour and good of 

your Maieſtic,and the generall benefit of the Com- 
mon-welth. 

They did further preſent to the viſe of the Lord 12. 

Admirall of Zzlazd, two ſmall Boats, Anchors, 

and a ſmall Grapple, that were found in the Sea 

vpon that Coaſt, which were there prized to bee 

worth two ſhillings ſixepence apiece, amounting 

to ſeuen ſhillings Dinas. 

Now hauing laid open how commodious and 

beneficiall itwill bee to your Maieſtic and King- 
 domes,to ſettle a Plantation in the New-fourd-land, 
and alſo made knowne ſome vnfit courſes that are ; I 
yeerely vied by ſome Fiſher-men that aduenture 

there: and likewiſe ſhewed a part of ſome great 

wrongs that haue been committed there by Pyrats 

and ſome crring ſubieas; and alſo touchedalittle, 

that there haue not been ſuch fit courſes taken by 

ſome of thoſe that haue been imployed to that 
Countrey in the Plantation already there begunne, 

as they ſhould haue done, by reaſon whereot it js 
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to be feared, that ſome of thoſe Honourable, and 
other right Worſhipfull perſons that vndertake 
the ſame, and that haue beenat ſome great charge 
therein, ſeeing their good indeuours and charge 
take no better ſucceſle, they may waxe coldeand 
weary in disburſing more thereunto , and ſo by 
their remiſſeneſſe the Plantation might be giuen 
ouer,and the Countrey left to rhe ſpoyle and vſur- 
pation of ſome other Prince that may vndertake 
the ſame, and then reape the harueſt of your Ma- 
ieſties SubieRs labours, that ſhall then trade to 
that Countrey,&c.

Prinie Conncell, and my Countrey, whereby to 
ſhew what in all likelihood the effe& of a Planta-

And theſe excellent benefits diſtribute them.

and power, aduantage againſt other Princes, aug- 
mentation of Reuenew,andeaſe of your Maicfſties 
Kingdomes,8&c.

But theſe two haue a relation and dependency, 
the one on the other, that neither can GA with. 

I will not therefore diuide your Ma- 
ieſtie from your Subiecs; your Highnefſle proſpe- 
ritie being their happinefle ; and their wealth, your 

Maieſties riches. 

The firſt thing which is to bee hoped for, and 
which hath cuer been your Mateſties principall 
care, isthe propagation of the Chriſtian Faith: and 
by that meanes onely, the poore vnbeleeving Inha- 
bitants of that Countrey may be brought to the 
knowledge of God, and a cinill kinde of: gouerne- 
ment :and it is not a thing impoſſible,but that from 
thoſe ſlender beginnings which may bee made in

ued touching the Alritude of ſome head-latds of 
that Coaſt, on the Eaſt fide of the New-found.land, 
and alſo the Deepes, and ſcuerall ſoundings, thar I 
haue taken notice of in my travels to that Coun- 
trey ; which I conceiue to be neceſary for thoſe 
that ſhall henceforth trade thitherz which as yer 
no man, to my knowledge, hath vndertaken; and al- 
ſo be ready with my life and meanes whatſocuer T 
haue,or may haue in this World,to diſcouer other 
Bayes and Harbours round abour that land, which 
are yet vndiſconered, whereby to finde out ſome o- 
ther new Trades with the Natiues of the Countrey; 


for they haue great ſtore of red Oaker, which ma

vic to colour their Bodies, Bowes and Arrowes,and 
Cannowes withall , which Cannowes are built in 
ſhape, like the Wherrics on the River of Thames; 
bur that they are much longer,made with the rinds 
of Birch trees ; which they ſowe very artificially and 
cloſe together, and oucrlay cuery feame with Tur- 
peatine; and in like manner they ſowe the rindes of 
Spruce trees, round and deepe,in proportion like a \ 
brafle kettle , to boyle their mcate in , which hath 
been well proued by three Mariners of a Shippe, ri- 
dingat Anchor by mee, who being robbed in the 
night by the Sauages, of their apparell and diuers 
prouiſions, did the next day ſecke after them, and 
came {uddainely where they had ſet vp three Tents, 
and were feaſting, hauing three Cannowes by 
them, and had three pots made of ſuch rindes of 
trees, ſtanding cach of them on three ſtones boy- 
ling with twelue Fowles in each of them, euery | 
Fowle as bigge as a Widgeon, and ſome fo bigge. 7 
as a Ducke :.they had alſo many ſuch pots ſo ſowed, , 
and faſhioned like the leather buckets that are. vſed 
for queniching of fire, and thoſe were full of the. 
yolkes of egges, that they had taken and boyled 
hard,and ſo dried ſmall, which the Sauages vied in 
their broth, as Sugar is vſed in ſomenicates : they 
had great ſtore of the Skinnes of Deere, Beauers, 
Beares, Scales, Otters, and diuers other fine skinnes 
which were well dreſſed; as alfo great ſtore of ſeue- 
rall ſorts of fleſh dryed; and by ſhooting off a Mul- 
ket towards them , they all ranne away naked with- 
outany apparel], but only their hats on their heads, 
which were made of Seales skinnes, in faſhion like 


aur hate, ſowed handſomely with narrow bands a- 
| bout

bout them, ſet round' with fine white ſhels, ſuch as 
are carried from Portugal to. Braſcile ,, where they 
paſle tothe 1nuiars as ready money. All their three 
'Cannowes; their, Fleſh,' Skinnes, Yolks of Egges, 
Targets, Bowes and Arrowes, and much fine Okar, 
and diuers other things,they tooke and brought a. 
 way,andſhared iramongſt thoſe three that tooke ir, 
and brought to;me the beſt Cannowe., Bowes and 
Arrowes, anddiuers of their Skinnes, and many 0- 
ther things worth:the noting : which may ſeeme to 
inuite vs to finde out ſome other trades vvith' them. 

Nowalſo1willnotomit to relate ſome thing ofa 
ſtrange Creature that I firſt ſaw there in the yeere 
1610. in amorning early as I was ſtanding by the 
water fide, in the Harbour of Saint 19bns; which-I 
eſpyecd very fwiftly ro come fivimming towards me, 
looking cheerctully, as it had been a woman, by the 
Face, Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, Chin, Eares, Necke and 
Forehead:; Itſeemcd to be ſo beautifull,and in.thoſe 
parts ſo well proportioned , hauing rqund-about 
vpon the head, all blew ſtrakes, reſembling hayre, 
dovyne tothe Necke (but certainly it vvasno haire:) . 
for I beheld it long, and another of my Company 
alſo,yer liuing,that vvas not then farre from me; and 
ſecing the ſame comming ſo ſvvittly tovyards me, I 
ſtepped backe, for it vvas come vvithin the length of 
a long Pike. Which vvhen this ſtrange Creature 
{avy, that I vventtrom it, it preſently thereupon di- 
ucd alittle vnder vvater, and did ſwim tovvards the 
place wherebefare I landed; whereby I bcheld the 
- ſhoulders and backe dovvne to the middle, to be as 
ſquare,vvhite and ſmooth as the backe of a man, and 


from the middle to the hinder part,poynting in pro- 
N portion 
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portion like abroad hooked Arrow; how itwas pro- 
portioned in the forepart, from the necke and ſhoul- 


ders,[ know not; but rhe ſame came ſhortly after vn- 


to a Boate, wherein one William Hawkridee,then my 
ſeruant, was,that hath bin ſince a Capraine ina thip 
to the Ea#t Indies, and is lately there imployed a- 
gaine by Sir Thomas Smith, in the like Voyage; and 


the ſame Creature did put both his hands vpon the 


ſide of rhe Boate, and did ftrive ro come in to him 
and others then in the ſaid Boate: whereat they were 
afraide; and one of them ſtrooke ita full blow on the 
Head; whereby it fell off from them: and afterwards 
ircame to two other Boats in the faid Harbour; the 
men in themyfor feare fled to land : This (I ſuppoſe) 
was a Maremaide. Now becauſe diuers haue written 
muchof Maremaids,[ haue preſumed to relate,whar 
is moſt certaine of ſucha ſtrange Creature that was 
ſceneat New-found-layd : whether it were a Mare- 
maid or no, I know not; I leaue- it for others to 
iudge,Qc, } 294 2: 46h 
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
